MOVE FOR ANYONE?

IT WAS supposed 
to be a political 
earthquake - an 
upheaval that 
would leave the 
electoral landscape 
changed forever. 

In the end, it was like 
one of those earthquakes 
that strike Stoke-on- 
Trent, or Wrexham. A 
few tiles fall off a few 
roofs. The odd chimney 
stack develops a crack. 
But in the main, nothing 
surprising has happened. 


The Conservatives 
were expected to win in 
the Vale - and they did - 
but it was hardly a land¬ 
slide. 

At 2am in Barry 
Leisure Centre, after the 
results were announced, 
it was hard to tell from 
the body language 
whether the Tories or 
Labour had won. 

The Conservatives 
had hoped for better, and 
Labour had feared much 
worse. As Labour’s can¬ 
didate, Alana Davies, 


admitted afterwards, the 
party feels that it has 
only one way to go from 
here, and suddenly a 
4,000 majority doesn’t 
seem that insuperable. 

For the new MP, Alun 
Cairns, campaigning for 
the next election will 
start the moment he 
takes office. The com¬ 
fortable cushion that a 
landslide would have 
given has been denied. 

So, if the old blue and 
red rivals were each, in 
their way, content with

Ex-nurse who spiked drink 
of 12-year-old girl is jailed 


A former auxiliary 
nurse has received 
an extended sen¬ 
tence of nine years 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court for spiking a 
12-year-old girl’s 
soft drink with a 
banned date rape 
drug, and having 
possession of more 
than 600 porno¬ 
graphic images on 
his computer. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins told Michael 
Andresen (36): “I view 
you not only as danger¬ 
ous, but also evil.”

Shortly before, 

Andresen had given evi¬ 
dence saying that when 
he had administered the 
drug, his intention had 
been only to touch the 
girl sexually, but said the 
judge, he concluded he 
was sure Andresen had 
intended to at least 
attempt to rape the girl if 
not actually rape her. 

The only reason he 
didn’t, he said, was 
because she became ill. 

The judge said his 
intention was to have sex 
when he had stupified 
her. 


“The facts of this case 
have been distressing and 
disturbing, every parent’s 
worst nightmare.” 

The judge added that 
Andresen had had a sexu¬ 
al interest in the girl for 
some months and had “a 
deviant perverted inter¬ 
est” in child pornography. 

The images found on 
his computer were “nau¬ 
seating and sickening”. 

Andresen of Barry 
admitted administering a 
substance with intent to 
engage in sexual activity 
with the girl, making 
indecent photos of a 
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child, possessing inde¬ 
cent photos of a child and 
possessing extreme 
pornographic images. 

The sentence involves 
six years in custody with 
a further three years on 
licence. He was banned 
for life from working 
with children and ordered 
to register as a sex 
offender for life. 

Prosecutor Tom 
Crowther said that last 
July he drove the girl to 
Thorpe Park. On the 
return journey, he 
stopped at a service sta¬ 
tion bought two soft 
drinks and into the girl’s 
he dropped five rohypnol 
tablets. 

The girl spotted them 
and soon after became 
dizzy and faint. 

Andresen took her 
home and soon after she 
was taken to hospital and 
detained one night. The 
drink was later analysed. 

Since the incident, said 
Mr Crowther, the girl had 
become upset at what 
happened and suffered 
nightmares. 

On his computer were 
searches of websites with 
titles such as “jailbait” 
and “schoolgirl f...”. 

Andresen said he 
accepted he was a pae¬ 
dophile and that at the 
time of the offence felt 
dejected. 

He had not intended, 
he said, having sex. 

His counsel, Chris 
Evans, said: “There is lit¬ 
tle mitigation except his 
guilty plea. He is a loner 
and a law unto himself. 

“His actions are diffi¬ 
cult to explain. He realis¬ 
es he has problems which 
he needs to address.” 


the Vale Council, in 
coalition with Labour 
and the Llantwit First 
Independents. 

They did all the right 
things, selecting a candi¬ 
date, Dr Ian Johnson, at 
an early stage, and he 
got to work, engaging 
with every local issue 
possible, and getting 
around the county bor¬ 
ough meeting the elec¬ 
torate. 

Contrast this with the 
Lib-Dems, who have no 
county councillors, no 
party machine to speak 
of, and a candidate, 
Eluned Parrott, who was 
selected late in the day. 


Comparing Plaid in 
the Vale with the Lib- 
Dems is like comparing 
Aston Villa with 
Dagenham and 

Redbridge. 

Yet, when it came to 
the count, Plaid’s party 
machine counted for 
nothing. Eluned polled 
7,403 (up from 6,140 in 
2005), while Dr Ian 
polled a miserable 2,667 
(up from 2,423). 

A sign, it would 
appear, that the TV 
debates played a huge 
part in how people voted 
at local level. What 
makes the Lib-Dems 
performance even odder, 
however, is how they 
did in the neighbouring 
borough of Bridgend. 

Everything Plaid is in 
the Vale applies to the 
Lib-Dems in Bridgend. 
There thay have six bor¬ 
ough councillors, a party 


machine, and have even 
supplied the leader of 
the council in recent 
years - again in a coali¬ 
tion. 

So what did all this 
organisation achieve? 
Amazingly, hardly any¬ 
thing. Their candidate, 
Wayne Morgan, started 
on 7.949 and pushed it 
all the way up to.... 
8,658. 

Back in the Vale, Ian 
Johnson’s election 
agent, Coun Steffan 
Wiliam, felt that Plaid 
had been squeezed out 
of the debate by media 
coverage, which con¬ 
centrated on the “presi¬ 
dential” TV debate 
between Cameron, 
Brown and Clegg. 

He said; “In the end, I 
think Ian did well to 
increase both his total 
vote and his share of the 
vote. 


“Ironically, I don’t 
believe that many peo¬ 
ple even watched the 
debates all the way 
through. They took their 
lead from the TV and 
press reports which said 
Clegg had done well, 
and it became a self-ful¬ 
filling prophecy. 

“When it comes to the 
next Welsh Assembly 
elections, things will be 
very different.” 

He was supported in 
this view by the Plaid 
AM Chris Franks, who 
said: “In an election 
which saw Plaid exclud¬ 
ed from the main event 
of the UK campaign, the 
televised debates, party 
activists worked hard to 
take the message direct¬ 
ly to as many people as 
they could on the 
doorstep.

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VICTIM NOW FRIGHTENED TO GO OUT ALONE 

Penarth woman’s ‘night 
of horror’ at hands of 
a Halloween assailant 


A barmaid, employed in a 
pub at Penarth, endured a 
night of “real horror” when 
the landlord, with whom 
she was having a relation¬ 
ship, attacked and impris¬ 
oned her after she returned 
to her flat in the town. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard 
that Mark Peers (49) had dis¬ 
guised himself with a horror 
Halloween mask. 

His victim 45-year-old, Linda 
Harper, believed he had been try¬ 
ing to kill her. 

Peers, who lived in the 
Bridgend area, was jailed for two 
years after pleading guilty to 
charges of causing actual bodily 
harm and false imprisonment. 

Judge Nicholas Cooke told 
him: “Your intention was to terri¬ 
fy, and you achieved that in full, 
leaving her in fear of her life.” 

Prosecutor Hilary Roberts said 
the couple had had a two year 
relationship after meeting in the 
St Fagans Pub, Penarth where he 
was the landlord. 

Last year, there was a fire there 
and Peers was seriously injured 
and hospitalised for two months. 

On September 27, Peers went 
home to Bridgend and at about 
10pm telephoned her and said he 
would see her the following day. 

She closed up and walked 
home. 

“Unknown to her he had trav-

elled from Bridgend and got into 
the flat. 

“As she walked into the living 
room she was confronted by 
Peers wearing the mask. 

“She didn’t know who he was 
and was horrified and terrified.” 

Mr Roberts said she was 
pinned down on a settee and 
Peers forced a plastic bag into her 
mouth. 

She screamed: “Who are you?” 

She said: “It seemed to go on 
for ages,” but she then recognised 
the defendant’s shoes. 

Mr Roberts said she told him: 
“Mark, it’s you; for God’s sake, 
what are you doing?” 

She added: “You are taking me 
from my children and grandchil¬ 
dren. I love you, Mark.” 

He began crying and said: “I 
thought you were going to leave 
me.” 

She telephoned her daughters 
and he told them: “I was only 
going to frighten her.” 

She suffered scrams and 
scratches to the face, swollen lips, 
sore ribs and some hair had been 
pulled out. 

When arrested Peers accepted 
all he had done. 

In a personal impact statement, 
she said she had become a prison¬ 
er herself and had had to leave 
home. 

She stated that she had lost her 


job, her independence had gone 
and she could not go anywhere 
alone. 

All rooms and cupboards in 
her home had to be checked and 
she couldn’t sleep. 

“I relive that night over and 
over.” 

The person she trusted was the 
one responsible. 

She added: “I now trust no one 
and am always on my guard.” 

She suffered post traumatic 
stress disorder and panic attacks. 

She also stated “ I don’t know 
when I am going to get my life 
back, if ever.” 

She said Peers had planned 
everything and she wanted every¬ 
one to know what he had done. 

She also said: “There’s no 
doubt in my mind he was trying 
to kill me.” 

It was, she said, a night of “real 
horror”. 

Peers’ counsel, David Webster, 
said: “What happened that night 
is not challenged. He said it was 
his fear of losing her which led 
him to behave in the way he did.” 

At the time, said Mr Webster, 
he had experienced irrational 
thought processes. 

“He had a sincere and genuine 
affection for the lady he harmed.” 

The judge imposed an indefi¬ 
nite restraining order.

“I started with Cliff 
Richard’s 
‘Congratulations’ to 
mark Elbe’s big day - 
the next day - with her

husband-to-be Bryan 
Swallow, then launched 
into dance tunes, tangos 
and fox trots.” 

Alf, who served with 
General Montgomery in 
North Africa and Italy in 
the Second World War, 
has always been a dab 
hand at the keyboard. 

“I’ve been an organ¬ 
ist, pianist, keyboardist 
and accordion player. 

“After the war, I 
played with a band at 
British Oxygen - we had 
another accordion play¬ 
er, a drummer, a double 
bass player and a 
pianist.” 

Alf played semi-pro- 
fessionally around the 
working men’s clubs of 
Putney, Hammersmith 
and Fulham in his native 
London. 

He moved to Llantwit 
Major 18 years ago and 
for many years he and 
his wife Muriel helped 
to run tea dances at 
Barry’s Memorial Hall, 


with Alf sometimes 
accompanying the par¬ 
ticipants on the large 
Christie organ. 

“The organ has left 
Barry in the last few 
weeks - it was beautiful 
and a bit bigger than the 
one in Blackpool. 

“The Wurlitzer in 
Blackpool has a gor¬ 
geous sound though - I 
was one of the oldest 
people ever to play it. 

“The management 
there said there had been 
a couple of people aged 
90 who had played it, 
but added that they had¬ 
n’t played like me, 
meaning, I think, that I 
did quite well.” 

Throughout his musi¬ 
cal career, Alf has 
played more than 30 cin¬ 
ema and theatre key¬ 
boards, the biggest 
being a privately-owned 
organ taken from the 
Empire, Leicester 
Square, which has four 
keyboards and 21 ranks 


of pipes. At 89 his 
hands still fly across the 
keys. 

The day after his ball¬ 
room performance, Alf 
accompanied Elbe to her 
wedding at Blackpool 
Tower in a shiny black 
and burgundy 1929 
Hupmobile, with run¬ 
ning boards and wooden 
wheels. 

Blackpool registrar, 
David Hill agreed that 
the registrar’s table 
could be located on the 
‘Walk of Faith’, a five- 
inch-thick sheet of glass 
on which the bravest 
visitors stand to look 
down at the tower’s 
bright red iron and steel 
girders, 

Alf said: “It was love¬ 
ly day and the views 
both inland and out to 
see went on for miles. ”

PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB NEWS 

THE FLEXIBILITY 
OF SPREADSHEETS 


LABOUR-SAVING 
devices in the home 
have been devel¬ 
oped over many 
years. One, howev¬ 
er, seems to have 
been overlooked by 
many people: the 
not-so-humble 
spreadsheet on 
their computers. 

Ceri reminded us of 
what they can be used 
for and how much work 
they can save. This was 
done by explaining the 
way they work and 
showing how easily one 
can be set up. 

They can be used to 
list a collection of items 
such as books; DVDs; 
foreign stamps or what¬ 
ever you want to list. If 
you want to use num¬ 
bers, it can add or sub¬ 
tract, multiply or divide 
them in any way you 
choose. 

Spreadsheets were 
invented to help with the 
calculation of numbers. 
They are fast, accurate, 
tireless and never get 
bored, no matter how 
mundane or repetitive 
the work. 

A spreadsheet can be 
a single page (work¬ 
sheet) that is divided 
into more than 
16,000,000 boxes (cells) 
that are stacked into 256 
columns (A,B,C,D,E,F) 
and more than 65,000 


rows (1,2,3,4,5...) to 
form a grid (you do not 
have to use all of them!). 

Each cell is identified 
by its column and row 
number, so the first cell 
will be A1 indicating it 
is in column A and row 
1. 

Information can be 
stored in any cell in the 
form of a number, text, 
date or instruction. What 
is more, it can be 
arranged in numerical, 
alphabetical or date 
order if you wish. 

The real power of the 
spreadsheet is its ability 
to store instructions to 
do things to the contents 
of selected cells and dis¬ 
play the answer. 

A simple instruction 
would be (to display the 
answer of) multiplying 
the contents of one cell 
by the contents of anoth¬ 
er cell. 

There is practically no 
limit to how complicated 
an instruction you could 
construct; but for more 
complicated ones, the 
spreadsheet has a large 
range of pre-formed 
instructions (functions) 
ready for you to use. 
There are groups of 
functions related to data¬ 
bases; date and time; 
engineering; finance; 
mathematics and more 

To save writing the 
same instruction many 
times, there are effortless 
procedures for copying 


instructions from one 
cell to many others so 
that a spreadsheet can be 
created very quickly. 

For easier reading of a 
large array of numbers 
there are facilities to 
modify the appearance 
of cells by selecting dif¬ 
ferent lettering size, 
style or colour. 

Similarly, it is easy to 
apply lines to cell bor¬ 
ders as well as back¬ 
ground colours or shad¬ 
ing - all in a selection of 
styles. 

Ceri then gave a quick 
demonstration of con¬ 
verting the information 
from groups of cells into 
customisable charts for 
ease of reading. 

She also showed that 
it was possible to tell the 
spreadsheet to filter the 
contents to list all the 
numbers from a group of 
cells that meet a certain 
rule; such as between 50 
and 120. 

Once you become 
familiar with the basics 
of a spreadsheet there 
are many more features 
that can be brought into 
use. No matter how 
complex a spreadsheet 
you might eventually 
construct, there will be 
many labour-saving 
ways available to do so 
quickly and easily.

Comprehensive School, 
said: “The Vale Council 
would have to take the 
whole of the playing 
field between Port Road 
and the Cwm Talwg 
Estate away from the 
existing secondary 
schools. 

“It is a very important 
shared resource and pro¬ 
vides a safe route to 
schools and an important 
amenity for local resi¬ 
dents. 

“Development on this 
site would also add pres¬ 
sure on a dangerous main 
road and junction that 
has been the location for 
several road accidents 
involving school chil¬ 
dren. 

“The Vale envisages 
3,000 pupils of all ages 
sharing a site with only 
two entrances - both off 
busy and congested main 
roads.” 

The issue was dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting held 
at Ysgol Bro Morgannwg 
and attended by residents 
and the parents of pupils. 

Mr Swallow told The 
GEM: “We were delight¬ 
ed that so many people 
attended the public meet¬ 
ing and at the very posi¬ 
tive response. 

“The objections raised 
to the development were 
considerable, both from 
local residents and the 
parents of pupils attend¬ 


ing a number of local 
schools. We are hoping 
that the education depart¬ 
ment and council mem¬ 
bers explore other viable 
options.” 

Paula Ham, head of 
strategic planning and 
performance at the Vale 
Council, said: “Contrary 
to reducing the playing 
fields available to the 
schools, this proposal 
will actually increase the 
overall area of playing 
fields. 

“At the public consul¬ 
tation meeting held on 
April 27 the council 
stressed that the pro¬ 
posed Welsh Medium 
Primary School would 
only take up a small per¬ 


centage of the playing 
fields referred to by Mr 
Swallow. The proposal 
also includes the provi¬ 
sion of a new playing 
field in place of a large 
area of land which is cur¬ 
rently overgrown and 
usable. 

“Assurances were 
given at the meeting that 
access to Barry 
Comprehensive School 
across the school field 
would be retained and 
that options for improv¬ 
ing this route will be 
looked at. 

“The cabinet will con¬ 
sider the consultation 
responses to this and 
alternative options at its 
meeting on May 19. ”

Cat owner’s shock at 
vicious dog attack 


A YOUNG family in 
Barry have been left 
in a state of shock 
after an out-of-con¬ 
trol dog killed their 
pet cat in a lane at 
the back of their 
house. 

The incident happened 
at between 10am and 
10.30am on Saturday, 
May 11 along Lovers 
Lane a route to 
Porthkerry Park. 

Mum of three Claire 
Gibbs told The GEM: 
“We had three cats 
Monty and Max, who 
were brothers that we got 
from RSPCA Rescue, 
and who had ginger and 
white colouring, and 
Dizzy, a tortoise shell cat. 

“On Saturday morn¬ 
ing, I let them all out as 
usual at about 9.30am. 
Then I went into Cardiff. 

“Later on, I got a call 
on my mobile from a 
lady who was walking 
her dogs and had found 
Max. She said he was 
dead and it looked like he 
had been attacked by a 
dog. She said he had bite 
marks and was still 
warm.” 

Claire, who lives in 
Westward Rise, alerted 
her husband to what had 
happened, and headed 
home. 

She reported the inci¬ 
dent to the police who 
advised her to take him to 
the vet to ascertain exact¬ 
ly what had happened. 

“I took him the the 
vet’s on Tynewydd Road 


and she confirmed lacer¬ 
ations and punctures to 
the leg, and also a punc¬ 
ture to the lung that was 
deep, causing internal 
bleeding which killed 
him. She confirmed that 
a dog was responsible. 

“We buried Max in the 
garden. My daughters, 
who are five, eight and 
10, are distraught at what 
has happened, terribly 
upset.” 

Claire said that the 
police have told her that 
the dog should have been 
under control, and that if 
more details come to 
light they will investigate 
further. 

She insisted: “I know 


dogs chase cats, but more 
often than not they give 
up the chase. It is possi¬ 
ble he was cornered by 
two dogs and couldn’t 
escape. 

“Whatever happened, 
the fact is the dog respon¬ 
sible should have been 
kept under control. 

“Monty, the other cat, 
may have seen what hap¬ 
pened. He isn’t purring 
and is off his food. I want 
to warn other cat owners 
as to what this dog has 
done.”

Digital Economy Act could 
affect the internet users 


THE Digital 
Economy Bill I 
wrote about recent¬ 
ly has now become 
the Digital 
Economy Act and 
has the force of law, 
and yes, it could 
affect you! 

It is a current hot 
topic in the IT world 
because of the power it 
puts into the hands of 
Ministers to interfere 
with the operation of the 
Internet and control of 
the Web contents. 

To get it into law at 
the end of this 
Parliament it was rushed 
through. 

In the live debate 
there were 15 members 
in the chamber, mostly 
speaking against the 
Bill. Several admitted to 
a limited understanding 
of the contents. Yet 
miraculously hundreds 
of votes were cast at the 
division and the Bill was 
passed. It did not look 
like democracy in action 
and there have been 
many protests from IT 
users since. 

Part of the Act is 
directed against the theft 
of copyright material. 
There is no doubt that a 
lot of music and soft¬ 
ware is being illegally 
downloaded and that the 
writers, singers and 
musicians are losing 
money as a result. 


The law was designed 
not to catch an individ¬ 
ual downloading the odd 
music file (illegal though 
that would be if was in 
copyright), but to tackle 
the commercial exploita¬ 
tion via the web over the 
Internet. 

There are people who 
believe that if anything 
exists, they are entitled 
to have it for nothing. If 
they prevail then there 
will be no financial 
incentive to create and 
we will all be the poorer. 

The law is intended 
(among other things) to 
protect copyright theft. 
Fair enough, except that 
it will be difficult if not 
impossible to stop it. 

The problem is that 
the offending service 
could be offering wares 
from a web site on the 
other side of the globe. 
Closing it down would 
simply cause it to set up 
instantly somewhere 
else. The cost of moni¬ 
toring unimaginable 
amounts of internet traf¬ 
fic and policing the sys¬ 
tem will be far greater 
than the offenders’ costs 
of a simple relocation. 

A desperate search is 
on to find a market 
model that will reward 
creativity in the modern 
technological age. 
Certainly there are 
enough savvy people out 
there to get around any 
measures devised by leg-

Ramblers on 
the trail of 
Amelia Earhart 


RECENTLY 11 
members of the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Ramblers ventured 
further afield to 
Burry Port in west 
Wales in glorious 
spring weather. 

At Burry Port we were 
joined by a local resident 
who made our numbers 
up to 12. 

Burry Port was an area 
that none of the walkers 
had experienced before 
and is a gem for walkers 
and cyclists alike, even 
though it is only minutes 
outside Llanelli. 

The port grew out of 
the trading of coal, lime¬ 
stone and iron when 
Thomas Kymer, owner 
of many mining opera¬ 
tions laid primitive track 
ways to load barges on 
the Gwendraeth Fawr. 

In 1832 a harbour was 
built at Burry Port even 
though there was no 
town or village in exis¬ 
tence and it wasn’t until 
1850 that a town 
appeared around the new 
docks adjacent to 
Pembrey. 

Another little known 
fact is that Amelia 
Earhart (the first woman 
to fly the Atlantic) on 
June 18, 1928 landed at 
Burry Port, having taken 
off from Newfoundland 
on the 17th along with 


her co-pilots Wilmer 
‘Bill’ Stultz and Louis 
‘Slim’ Gordon. 

The group left the 
quay at Burry Port and 
proceeded to walk pass¬ 
ing the dunes of Pembrey 
Burrows to Cefn Sidan 
Sands where the group 
enjoyed their first stop of 
the walk for a coffee 
break. 

Leaving the beach 
behind us we crossed the 
Dunes and passed the 
busy dry ski slope which 
is part of the Pembrey 
Country Park and then on 
through Penybedd Wood 
where we enjoyed our 
break for lunch. Next we 
walked through the small 
hamlet Penybedd before 
passing through the 
Ffrwd Farm Mire Nature 
Reserve. 

A long steep climb 
took us to the ridge 
(Mumbles Head) over¬ 
looking Burry Port which 
began to give several 
long sweeping views 
over the town, the river 
and the fine views of the 
Gower Pennisula. 

Our descent took us 
down to Burry Port 
where we were made 
welcome at a local 
hostelry.

From Bridgend to the sea, 
on a railway ramble... 


RECENTLY, 10 
walkers embarked 
at various locations 
to join Joy, Bracken 
and Bronte on the 
train for a railway 
ramble and, having 
reached Bridgend, 
they walked down 
Court Road, 

through Bridgend, 
and took the under¬ 
pass that led them 
to a path beside the 
clean, fast-running 
River Ogmore. 

From Newbridge 
Fields they went under 
the A48 through a copse 
carpeted with celandine 
and by meadow reached 
New Inn Bridge, or the 
dipping bridge - as it is 
locally known, where the 
farmers once pushed 
their sheep through the 
holes into the river for 
their annual dip. 

A short road walk past 
a wood covered with 
wood anemones led them 
across fields to Ogmore 
Moor, where horses qui¬ 
etly grazed and the usual 
boggy meadows were 
almost completely dry. 

The footbridge over 
the River Ewenny led 
them into Merthyr Mawr 
village, with its pretty 
thatched cottages and 
they paused at St Teilo’s 
Church, where the grave¬ 
yard was covered in pret¬ 
ty spring flowers, for 
morning coffee. 

On the lane they were 
joined by various size 
horses with riders, all 
enjoying the lovely 
spring weather before 
crossing an old stone 
stile at Ton Farm and 
climbing slightly beside 
a field of healthy cows 
and calves. 

Descending after 
another stone stile, they 
reached a sandy path and 
walked past the ‘big dip¬ 
per’ the tallest dune in 
the Merthyr Mawr com¬ 


plex and the second 
tallest in Europe. From 
the ruins of Candleston 
Castle, once owned by 
the Cantaloupe family, 
they entered pretty 
wooded paths that led 
through the outer dunes 
to walk beside the River 
Ogmore as it makes its 
way to the sea. 

At the Ogmore estu¬ 
ary, they turned west and 
walked across Traeth yr 
Afon where the tide was 
receding down the beach 
and eventually passing 
Black Rocks, they left 
the coast, joining a path 
across the edge of 
Newton Burrows and 
walked past Sandford’s 
Well, where the well fills 
as the tide ebbs and emp¬ 
ties as the tide comes in. 

Making their way to 
Newton Green they sat 
on the benches in front of 
the 12 th century St 
John’s Church, founded 
by the Knights of the 
Order of St John of 
Jerusalem more than 800 
years ago to enjoy their 
lunch. 

Walking past the allot¬ 
ments at the rear of the 
church they joined paths 
through Newton to fol¬ 
low a sandy path strewn 
with primroses that led 
uphill and into woodland 
at the rear of Merthyr 
Mawr Warren, where the 
shaded paths through 
bluebell woods was 
heaven. 

A road led them to 
Candleston Farm and 
into fields beside Coed 
Cwintin and its carpet of 
wood anemones, but still 
no wild garlic and across 
fields to Whitney Farm, 
with its banks of prim¬ 
roses. 

Another short road- 
walk led them into fields 
beside Merthyr Mawr 
House, where a tall tree 
had come crashing down 
and made a huge hole in 
the outer stone boundary 
wall. Then it was time to 
re-join the Ogmore River 


on its west bank and a 
long straight path 
through woods that have 
been turned into a nature 
reserve. 

On the playing field 
near the leisure centre, 
there was a game of 
rugby in full swing, 
while on Newbridge field 
white clad figures were 
playing cricket. 

After a short refresh¬ 
ment break the group 
made their way back to 
Bridgend station to enjoy 
their train ride home.

A GANG of three invaded a I by AJ SICLUNA 
house and were involved in I--- 


giving the occupier a beating, 
it was stated at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

One of them used a claw hammer as 
a weapon, said prosecutor David 
Thomas, when they went to the house 
in the Cefn Glas area of Bridgend. 

Two days earlier, two of them had 
attacked a man for no reason at 
Bridgend bus station. 

Nathan Long, 18, Daniel Atkins, 20, 
and Jamie Joseph, 17, all from 
Bridgend, each admitted wounding 
Ken Cornelius with intent. 

Long and Joseph had been convict¬ 
ed by Bridgend Magistrates of 
attempting to wound 33-year-old 
Gareth Rainbow with intent, and 
Joseph admitted racially abusing a 
police constable. 

Long was sentenced to a total of six 
years in a young offender institution 
and Atkins received four years. 

Joseph was sentenced to four-and- 
a-half years detention. 

Judge Neil Bidder told the trio: “Mr 
Cornelius was attacked in his own 
home after it was invaded. 

“Long actually wielded the ham¬ 
mer, but he also had a Stanley knife.” 

The motive, said the Judge, was 
possibly to steal cannabis plants. 

“It is a miracle that injuries were 
not more serious,” the Judge added. 

Mr Thomas said that on January 20, 
Long and Joseph were at Bridgend bus 
station. One of them appeared agitated 
and Mr Rainbow told him to calm 
down. 

“He was then attacked by the two 
by being repeatedly punched and 
kicked. 

“A witness, Robert Owen, 


described the attack as very brutal. He 
decided to intervene because he 
believed the victim could have been 
killed.” 

Mr Thomas said that a police officer 
who went to the scene was racially 
abused by Joseph, who later said he 
had drunk a litre of vodka. 

Long confessed to taking valium 
and vodka. 

They were released on bail and two 
days later, with Atkins and wearing 
hoodies, they went to the home of Mr 
Cornelius and gave him a beating. He 
suffered cuts which needed stitches 
and glueing. 

Outside the house, the police found 
bloodstains, the claw hammer, a 
screwdriver and a hacksaw, 

Ieuan Morris for Long said: “He has 
gone completely off the rails. Sadly, 
violence on the streets of towns in 
south Wales is well-known. In the inci¬ 
dent involving Mr Cornelius, there 
was some kind of fued.” 

Liz Pearson, for Atkins, said: 
“There has been an element of 
remorse. His offending was due to 
alcohol and drugs.” 

Byron Broadstock, for Joseph, said 
he had had an extremely erratic child¬ 
hood and the attack on Mr Cornelius 
was “idiotic”.

Woman bitten by 
abusive partner

A WOMAN who shared a house with her 
partner in Pontycymmer was the victim of 
an “abusive relationship” said Mr Justice 
John Griffith Williams at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

At one point, John Clift, 31, threatened to slit the 
throat of Nadia Price, and on another occasion, he bit 
her nose and punched her eight or 10 times, said 
prosecutor Robert Ace. 

He received an extended sentence involving four 
years’ imprisonment and he will be on licence for an 
additional year. 

The judge said the evidence was that Clift repre¬ 
sented a high risk of causing the public serious harm, 
particularly to any future partner. 

Mr Ace said that after one attack, Ms Price told 
Clift their relationship was over. He took a knife 
from the kitchen and waved it over her and then put 
it to her throat for two or three minutes. 

He began stabbing it towards her and it went into 
her thigh causing a two centimetre deep wound. 

Clift said he would kill himself if she left but the 
violence continued. He even asked her to marry him, 
said Mr Ace. 

During one attack, she was punched to the head 
and had her nose bitten. 

Clift was said to have convictions for affray, hav¬ 
ing a bladed article, assault, causing actual bodly 
harm, and harassment. 

Peter Harding-Roberts, defending, said: “He 
needs assistance to address his problems. Domestic 
violence can never be justified.” 

The Judge imposed a restraining order. 

CCTV aids

It contacted police on 17 occasions, with four 
arrests involving vehicle interference on Thompson 
Street (May 3).

‘It’s early days, but 
already my feet haven’t 
touched the ground!’ 


1 AM delighted and humbled 
to have been elected as the 
Member of Parliament for 
the Vale of Glamorgan and I 
must admit, my feet haven’t 
touched the ground since - 
from holding surgeries last 
Saturday, to a meeting of the 
parliamentary party to consider 
the potential shape of a new 
Government.

Further to my commitments in 
the campaign, it was a privilege to 
hold my first surgeries last 


Saturday in Barry, Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major. 

It was also a pleasure to see peo¬ 
ple turning up with their prob¬ 
lems, and I am doing all I can to 
try to help resolve them.

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Vale swings back to 
Tories after 13 years 
in Labour hands 


AFTER 13 years in 
Labour hands, in 
the early hours of 
last Friday morn¬ 
ing’s general elec¬ 
tion, the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
returned to the 
Conservatives when 
Alun Cairns was 
elected as the new 
MP. 

Mr Cairns polled 
20,341 votes to the 
16,034 votes of his clos¬ 
est challenger Alana 
Davies of Labour, a 
swing of 6.1 per cent. 
The turnout was 69.48 
per cent, above the 
national average of 65 
per cent. 

Mr Cairns, who has 
represented South Wales 
West in the Welsh 
Assembly since 1999, 
has offered his resigna¬ 
tion as an Assembly 
Member to the party. 

He told The GEM he 
was grateful to the peo¬ 
ple of the Vale for plac¬ 
ing their confidence in 
him, adding: “I want to 
work with communities 
in a similar way to that of 
the late Raymond Gower. 

“A large number of 
people on the doorstep 
recalled his efforts fondly 
and I want to do my best 
to replicate that. 

“I also want to pay 
tribute to John Smith. 
Although disagreeing 
with him politically, I 
never questioned his 
commitment to the com¬ 
munities in the Vale. I 
want to work with sup- 
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porters of all parties and 
none.” 

Mr Cairns said that 
despite polls showing 
projected swings to the 
Conservatives, he had 
never thought the result 
in the Vale - a key mar¬ 
ginal - was a foregone 
conclusion 

“I was always opti¬ 
mistic about the result, 
although I didn’t take 
anything for granted. 
Over the last five years, I 
have tried to work with 
constituents, businesses 
and charities across the 
Vale. I hope this has 
helped me better under¬ 
stand and reflect local 
priorities. 

“During the cam¬ 
paign, it was clear that 
people were worried 
about the state of the 
economy and of how the 
country was going to get 
out of this debt. I was 
heartened by their recog¬ 
nition that difficult deci¬ 
sions had to be taken.” 

Alana Davies, the 
Labour candidate, who 
was protecting an 1,808 
majority, said that despite 
the loss, the local party 
had performed well. 

“We acquitted our¬ 
selves very well - in the 
economic climate we are 
in, after 13 years of a 
Labour Government, 
defending a tiny majority 
- to receive the votes of 
more than 16,000 people 
is most gratifying, and is 
a very respectable result. 
It’s far from the wipe-out 
that was being predicted 


less than a year ago.” 

Ms Davies went on: 
“A great many people 
have said some very nice 
things to me during this 
campaign, but the great¬ 
est compliment I have 
received is to be 
described as ‘normal’.” 

And if there was 
another election would 
she fight a second time? 

“Will I stand again? 
That’s up to the Labour 
Party in the Vale. But I 
can tell you that when it 
comes to the selection of 
a prospective parliamen¬ 
tary candidate ready for 
the next election, my 
application will be one of 
the first in!” 

Eluned Parrott of the 
Liberal Democrats, who 
came third with 7,403 
votes, said people had 
raised local issues with 
her such as the biomass 
plant in Barry and plan¬ 
ning proposals, along 
with fears for the future 
of the economy and the 
provision of jobs. 

“I enjoyed the experi¬ 
ence of the hustings and 
would be really positive 
about standing again, if 
selected.” 

The Plaid Cymru 
candidate, Dr Ian 
Johnson, polled 2,667, an 
increase of 244 votes on 
2005, and commented: 
“Our result last Thursday 
was Plaid Cymru’s sec¬ 
ond best in a general 
election in the Vale, 
which is very good, bear¬ 
ing in mind that many 
people voted tactically in 


this election and that we 
were frozen out of the 
leaders’ debates on TV. 

“I had a very good 
response on the doorstep, 
with people raising both 
local and national issues, 
and being very impressed 
both by our work here in 
the Vale and the policies 
that we put forward at 
Westminster.” 

Kevin Mahoney of 
UKIP (1,529 votes) said 
the smaller parties would 
always be squeezed 
under the current elec¬ 
toral system. “We will 
never break the mould 
without proportional rep¬ 
resentation.” 

During his campaign, 
he found two issues that 
stood out in importance 
to voters. “The economy 
and immigration were 
over-riding concerns for 
people, and we were the 
only party offering the 
firm policies required.” 

John Harrold of the 
Christian Party of Wales 
(236 votes) said the party 
was “learning as we go 
along”, and had visited 
80 churches of all 
denominations in the 
Vale. 

“The response we 
have had has been mixed, 
some people have said it 
was great we were stand¬ 
ing, others didn’t want to 
know.” 

The Green candidate, 
Rhodri Thomas, polled 
457 votes, but was 
unable to attend the 
count.

He added: “In many 
constituencies, the 
swing to Plaid will put 
us in a strong position 
to challenge Labour at 
the next Assembly elec¬ 
tion. I would like to 
congratulate Ian 
Johnson and his team 
for running an excellent 
campaign.” 

So, if knocking on 
doors and a good cam¬ 
paign failed to make a 
significant impact for 
Plaid, what will make a 
difference in the future? 

Candidates and 
agents had mixed views 
about hustings. Alana 
Davies told The GEM 
that she felt the Vale 
hustings had, in the 
main, been well attend¬ 
ed, and that she enjoyed 
the cut and thrust of live 
debate - even the down 
side. 

She said: “I had a 
‘mastermind chair’ 
moment at Barry 
Comprehensive when I 
was asked to explain the 
difference between the 
national debt and the 
deficit, and my mind 
went blank!” 

Coun Wiliam said 
that he thought that, in 
reality, the hustings 
attracted a large number 
of voters who had 
already made up their 
mind, and that other 
voters were unlikely to 
find out how the candi¬ 
dates had performed. 

He said:”I am quite 
prepared to believe that 
Alana Davies did know 
the difference between 
debt and deficit, but if 
she had done that on 
TV, for instance, it 
would really have 
harmed her campaign.”

Vale business people say: 

‘We need stable 
government now!’ 


AS politicians in London scut¬ 
tled around the buildings of 
Whitehall attempting to con¬ 
struct a coalition that would 
govern the country, the mes¬ 
sage from the Vale business 
community was ‘Let’s have 
some stability’. 

When The GEM spoke to Alun John 
of Cowbridge Chamber of Trade on 
Tuesday (before the London announce¬ 
ment) , he said: “This needs to be sort¬ 
ed out and a decision made quickly. 
We’re heading for a week after the 
general election and still do not know 
who is going to be Prime Minister. 

“It is a difficult time for everybody 
in shops. People need to have the con¬ 
fidence in their spending, otherwise it 
can knock onto the retail sector. 

“What we need now is stability and 
know that we have a government that 
can make decisions and pass necessary 
legislation.” 

He added: “I hope that when a coali¬ 
tion is sorted out, it will last in the long 
term so that it can tackle problems like 
the reducing the deficit. We need a 
coalition that can last for a full 
Parliament.” 

Stuart Sloan, the owner of the fash¬ 
ion shop Sloan & Co in Llantwit 
Major, said that for business people to 
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plan for the future they needed to have 
an idea of a government’s strategy for 
the future. 

“Businesses need to know the direc¬ 
tion a government is going in terms of 
legislation and taxes. An uncertain sit¬ 
uation can make it quite distracting - 
that can affect business marketing and 
consumer confidence.” 

Stuart pointed out that consumer 
confidence was particularly important 
when people were considering a big 
purchase. 

“I’d l ik e to know what sort of tax 
regime there will be. 

“I’d also like to know how quick 
any pay back on the debt will be. I 
favour smaller and sooner, rather than 
larger and later. It has to be worked 
through slowly and systematically.” 

Stuart, too, favoured a long-term 
coalition, as did John Lewis of JPL 
Sound The Barry Music Centre. 

John said: “What we need now is 
something concrete. We don’t want 
another election in six months. 

“The markets can affect us because 
they affect many of our suppliers who 
are based abroad. 

“The politicians have got to put the 
country first, rather than worry about 
their own problems. The economy is 
the priority,” he added.

£50,000 put aside 
for Links Road 


Family’s tribute 
to pedestrian 


THE Vale Council’s 
cabinet has agreed to 
allocate £50,000 
towards improve¬ 
ments in junction 
arrangements at the 
Barry Dock link road. 

As part of a continuing 
attempt to resolve local 
concerns over road safety 
at the location, the cabi¬ 
net has agreed funds 
towards the feasibility 
and design work to 
improve the junctions at 
Coldbrook Road East 
and Argae Lane. 

The cabinet was 
advised that various pre¬ 
liminary options had 
been considered, includ¬ 
ing the construction of a 
police observation point, 
the siting of a high reso¬ 
lution surveillance cam¬ 
era to record illegal u- 
turn manoeuvres and the 
deployment of either a 
static or mobile speed 
camera. 

The construction of a 
police observation point 
could not be progressed 
due to the limitations of 
the site. Similarly, the sit¬ 
ing and future operation 
of a surveillance camera 
proved problematic. 


Leader of the Council, 
Coun Gordon Kemp 
commented: “I am keen 
to progress an appraisal 
of the various options as 
soon as possible. 

“It is likely that any 
possible solution will be 
cost prohibitive for a 
council of our size, but 
we will seek the support 
of the Welsh Assembly 
Government and other 
partners in our quest to 
improve traffic safety 
along this important 
route.” 

The cabinet decision 
also has the support of 
local ward members for 
the area who have cam¬ 
paigned for improve¬ 
ments along the link 
road. 

Local ward member 
Coun Neil Moore said: 
“I’m pleased that cabinet 
has committed the neces¬ 
sary funds to continue to 
progress this important 
matter. This is one of the 
most well-used routes in 
Barry and as a council we 
must do all we can to 
ensure that drivers and 
pedestrians are better 
protected in future.”

We asked two stu¬ 
dents at Bryntirion 
Comprehensive 
School, Siobhan 
Sullivan and Rebecca 
Smith, to watch the 
final stages of the 
auditions, and this is 
just a sample of their 
work: 

“Now in character, 
they rose to perform a 
very intense and sinis¬ 
ter rehearsal of the 
opening scene. 

“The acting alone 
was enough to send 
shivers down your 
spine, but when com¬ 
bined with their cut¬ 
ting rendition of ‘The 
demon barber of Fleet 
Street’, it left us 
awestruck, biting out 
nails and wanting 


more. 

A much grimmer 
task fell to some of 
the local students who 
travelled to Auschwitz 
on a ‘day trip’ organ¬ 
ised by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust. 

Once again, young 
writers produced 
vivid passages that 
described their experi¬ 
ences and their reac¬ 
tions to the events 
that took place there 
more than 60 years 
ago. 

Typical of these 
was this extract, from 
Catrin Thomas, of St 
Cyres School: 

“The silence that 
followed us around on 
our trip to the two 
concentration camps 
became deafening 
when we arrived at 
the gas chamber and 
crematorium, where 
the majority of the 
people who died at 
Auschwitz were mur¬ 
dered, in the false 
hope of a warm show¬ 
er. 

“At the end of the 
day we had a closing 
ceremony where we 
were spoken to by 
Rabbi Barrie Marcus. 
We prayed and lit can¬ 
dles for everyone who 
lost their lives at 
Auschwitz, and we 
reflected on what we 
had seen and learned 
that day, by having a 
minute’s silence. 

If we were silent for 
a minute to remember 
each Jew who died in 
Auschwitz, we would 
have been there for 
three years.

Liam Perry, 22, was told at Cardiff 
Crown Court by Judge Stephen Hopkins: 
“I consider you to be a potentially very 
dangerous young man. 

“You are willing to arm yourself with a 
knife after drinking.You terrified the cou¬ 
ple.” 

Perry, of Barry, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of affray and was jailed for 12 
months. 

For the breach of a community order 
which had been imposed for another 
offence of affray, committed in his home, 
he was jailed for a further eight months, to 
run consecutively. 

Prosecutor David Lloyd said that on 
February 18, Lucy Perry, the defendant’s 
sister, was in her home with her boyfriend 
Ashley Moyle, when Perry arrived drunk 
carrying a kitchen knife. 

“He made various threats to Mr Moyle, 
saying - “Get up you puss, let’s have it. 
Get outside, I’m going to **** you up”. 

Ms Perry was so frightened, she hid 
under the duvet and her boyfriend said: 
“Look, I am not a fighter.” 

Perry left the scene and his sister later 
told the police: “He is very unpredictable, 
you never know what he is going to do.” 

She said he was jealous of her and it 
was not right that he frightened her in her 
own home. 

Perry’s counsel, Claire Pickthall, said: 
“No one was actually injured. He is 
adamant he didn’t want to frighten his sis¬ 
ter and is devastated his actions have 
caused such fear to his family.” 

"is family, said Ms Pickthall, no longer 


wanted any contact with him. 

His problem, she said, was that he 
would drink from first thing in the morn¬ 
ing until last thing at night. 

MAESTEG MAN 
BROKE INTO HIS 
MOTHER’S HOME 

A MAESTEG man has been 
jailed for two and a half years for 
breaking into the home of his 
mother. 

Andrew Dyer, 25, described at Cardiff 
Crown Court by his counsel Owen 
Williams as “a hopeless heroin addict” 
admitted a charge of burglary. 

He received a further six months to run 
consecutively, for a breach of a suspended 
sentence imposed for burglary. 

Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones 
said: “Burglary causes people dreadful 
distress and makes them very security con¬ 
scious”. 

Prosecutor Richard Evans said that on 
April 12, Dyer’s mother left her Bridgend 
home to go to work. 

Two hours later, Dyer was seen climb¬ 
ing into the property through a bedroom 
window, having used a length of metal 
fencing as a ladder. 

When his mother returned home, she 
found Dyer had stolen a set of house keys. 

The police were called and found him 
asleep in the garden. 

The court heard he had previous convic¬ 
tions for burgling premises in Nantymoel 
and Brackla. 

Mrs Dyer later said that what happened 
had made her depressed and she now felt 
“like a prisoner in her own home”. 

Mr Williams, said: “The only appropri¬ 
ate form of sentence is custody.” 


FOUR YEARS’ 
JAIL FOR WOMAN 
HEROIN DEALER 

A HEROIN dealer has been jailed 
for a total of four years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Tracey Thomas, 42, of Cefn Cribwr, 
was said by Judge Philip Richards to have 
distributed the drug on a “not insubstantial 
scale for a considerable period”. 

She admitted possessing heroin with 
intent to supply and received three years. 
For a breach of a community sentence, 
also for possessing heroin with intent, she 
was given a further 12 months, to run con¬ 
secutively. 

Prosecutor Sian Phillips said that on 
January 22, the police went to her home to 
carry out a search. 

As they approached, they saw her run¬ 
ning towards the back of the house. 

She was intercepted and was hand¬ 
cuffed and dropped a number of packages 
of heroin. 

She had £880 in cash on her and drugs 
paraphernalia, including three sets of 
scales. 

Ruth Smith, representing Thomas, said: 
“Clearly, this case passes the custody 
threshhold. 

“The last time she came before the 
court, she was given a chance which she 
failed to grasp. The drugs found were not 
the largest amounts, and she didn’t sell on 
the streets.” 

Sadly, she added, Thomas herself was 
an addict and she dealt to fund her own 
habit. 

“She is resolved to stop taking drugs.”

BARRY-BORN 
Lance Corporal 
Kristian Orton, of 
D Company 1st 
Battalion The Royal 
Welsh (Royal Welch 
Fusiliers), has just 
returned home at 
the end of his six- 
month tour of 
Helmand Province, 
in Afghanistan. 

Kristian (29) was pro¬ 
viding security alongside 
the Afghan National 
Army and the Afghan 
National Police in Loy 
Adehra, a village in the 
Nad-e Ali district in cen¬ 
tral Helmand. He was a 
member of a team which 
consists of two Mastiff 
vehicles and a Barma 
team, who search for 
Improvised Explosive 
Devices (IEDs). 

Kristian’s role was to 
provide ‘top cover’ on 
one of the Mastiffs when 
they were on patrol. It 
was his job to provide 
protection to the troops 
on the ground. It is a tir¬ 
ing and difficult job, 
requiring constant focus. 

A veteran of tours to 
Iraq, Northern Ireland 
and three previous tours 
to Afghanistan, this was 
his first tour as the gun¬ 
ner on a Mastiff. He is 
usually part of the Fire 
Support Group, which is 
a composite of highly 
trained specialists who 
use mortars, heavy 
machine guns and anti¬ 
tank weapon systems to 
support friendly forces 
caught in fire-fights with 
the insurgents. 

Lance Corporal 
Kristian Orton explained: 
“When we first arrived in 
theatre we were conduct¬ 
ing aviation assaults into 
the area we would later 
settle in for operation 
Moshtarak. 

“The operations were 
quiet to begin with, 
except for one in which 
we came under multiple 
indirect fire attacks fol¬ 
lowed by long contacts 
of small arms fire.” 


One of the tasks 
Kristian’s team initially 
took on was to get to 
know the lay of the land 
in their area of operations 
and build relationships 
with the local people. 

“We would stop and 
chat to the locals, asking 
them how they were, if 
they had any issues or 
problems and try to get 
information on any insur¬ 
gent activity in the area,” 
he said. 

Operation Moshtarak, 
in February, was the 
largest aviation assault 
conducted in Afghanistan 
since 2001. Some 1,300 
soldiers from Combined 
Force 31, comprising of 
the 1 Royal Welsh Battle 
Group and soldiers from 
the Afghan National 
Army flew into central 
Helmand by helicopters 
in order to surprise the 
insurgents and avoid the 
IED belt. 

LCpl Orton remem¬ 
bered: “In the week pre¬ 
ceding operation 

Moshtarak, there was a 
lot of hype on the news. 
We knew we would be 
part of something monu¬ 
mental. Seeing all the 
helicopters on the flight 
line and then all flying 
out in unison was incred¬ 
ible but we had mixed 
emotions. 

“Yes, we knew the 
area and we knew we 
would receive a positive 
reaction from the locals, 
however, we did not 
know what the insurgents 
had in store for us. And 
of course, we wanted to 
do the best job possible.” 

The Company was 
spread out across the area 
of operations and each 


team of Royal Welsh sol¬ 
diers had an Afghan 
National Army (ANA) 
contingent with them. “It 
is good working with the 
ANA as they know what 
to look out for and they 
can sense when some¬ 
thing is amiss. We gain 
as much information 
from them as we do the 
locals,” added LCpl 
Orton. 

Kristian, who went to 
Ysgol Gyfyn Gymraeg 
Glantaf, has enjoyed his 
role as top cover. From 
his position on the 
Mastiff, he has a full 360 
view. 

“I man the 50-cal gun 
on the Mastiff. It is excit¬ 
ing. If anything happens 
you are the initial 
response because you 
will be the first to see it. 
If the Mastiff comes 
under contact, you relay 
the information up 
through the chain of 
command and give that 
first impression. I feel 
happier when I can see 
what’s coming.” 

On one of his last 
patrols, Kristian and his 
team found themselves 
surrounded by a number 
of IEDs. “As we were 
going down a route 
which ran parallel to the 
canal, the lads checking 
for IEDs in front of us 
found one. As they 
returned to the vehicles, 
they found another. The 
IEDs were marked and 
we called for the counter- 
IED team. At this point, 
we came under fire from 
across the canal. As top 
cover of the second vehi¬ 
cle, I returned fire and 
the lads on the ground 
did too.” 


As the counter-IED 
team made their way 
along the route, they dis¬ 
covered three more IEDs 
that the Taliban had 
planted. “The Taliban 
had distracted us in a fire 
fight and at the same time 
tried to box us in by 
planting more IEDs.” 

Happily, the Counter- 
IED team was on hand 
and all the soldiers man¬ 
aged to get out of the area 
safely. 

Lance Corporal Orton 
joined the Army in 
September 2002, aged 
22, having done a num¬ 
ber of jobs first. He said: 
“I wanted to travel and 
I’m a bit of an adrenaline 
junkie. The Army com¬ 
bines the opportunity of 
adventure sports with a 
career. Perfect!” He says 
his parents, John Orton 
and Sian Gill, are fully 
supportive of his choice 
in career. He added: “My 
mum was almost more 
excited about my joining 
the Army than I was!” 

Kristian is engaged to 
Hannah Melling (26) a 
teacher in Swansea. He 
hopes to play rugby and 
ski for the battalion when 
he returns from tour. 
“Skiing is one of my 
favourite sports. I did it 
for a year in France. I 
have also done sky div¬ 
ing in Cyprus and the 
UK.” 

Kristian and Hannah 
are expecting their first 
child this month (May). 
Kristian said he is look¬ 
ing forward to it and has 
been asking other fathers 
in the battalion for tips. 

He said: “Hannah has 
been to all the antenatal 
classes so she is well pre¬ 
pared. I haven’t had the 
time to access any baby 
books, so I have been 
asking all the lads ‘ what 
do I do when...? what 
should I look for if...T 

“One thing I do know 
how to do, though, is 
keep watch and my 
night-time watch duties 
out here mean I’m well 
prepared for the night 
shifts!”

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CHRIS MORRIS’ COMEDY 
IS HILARIOUS, BUT 
HUGELY CONTROVERSIAL 


A merican 

actress Carol 
Burnett once 
surmised that 
“comedy is tragedy 
plus time”, a theory 
that fans of ‘bad- 
taste’ comedies will 
all too readily sub¬ 
scribe to. 

However, it is one 
that comedy provocateur 
Chris Morris may also 
live by. Morris has 
made his name, and rep¬ 
utation, with comedy 
that pushes the limits; 
whether it is his Brass 
Eye specials that made 
celebrities warn of the 
perils of the drug 
‘Cake’, his TV show 
Jam that tested taboos, 
or his radio work that 
saw him announce the 
‘deaths’ of Jimmy 
Saville and Michael 
Heseltine, his work has 
divided and tested his 
audience. 

Having dabbled on 
television with the likes 
of Nathan Barley and 
The IT Crowd in recent 
years, Morris makes his 
big screen bow writing 
and directing Four 
Lions. 

The film tells the 
story of Omar (Riz 
Ahmed), who, having 
taken umbrage at the 
treatment of Muslims 
around the world, 
decides to start up his 
own terrorist cell. 

Having roped in the 
likes of Waj (Kayvan 
Novak), a somewhat 
slow individual, white 
Islamic convert Barry 
(Nigel Lindsay) whose 
hatred seems to extend 
across the spectrum, and 
Faisal (Adeel Akhtar), 
another individual who 
is less than quick on the 
uptake, Omar and Waj 
travel to Pakistan to a 
training camp. 

When that goes wrong 
and the duo are forced to 
flee back to Britain, 
Omar takes it upon him-

self to give the group a 
terrorist target - provid¬ 
ing they can manage to 
hold it together until 
then that is... 

Some people may 
raise the question, ‘how 
soon is too soon’ in rela¬ 
tion to Four Lions. 

After all, while it has 
been nearly nine years 
since the 9/11 atrocity, 
and nearly three since 
the London 7/7 bomb¬ 
ings, the incidents are 
still fresh in the minds of 
a world that has seen a 
scary rise in the number 
of these incidents. 

But while Chris 
Morris may revel in his 
position as Britain’s 
number one provocative 
comedy writer, he isn’t 
insensitive enough to 
mock those who perish 
in such attacks, nor is he 
indignant enough to 
attempt to make excuses 
for those instrumental in 
these events taking 
place. 

Instead, Four Lions 
seeks comedy in a gang 
of men backbiting, 
moaning and complain¬ 
ing about various aspects 
of life, who just happen 
to be planning a terrorist 
attack. 

It is a brave move for 
Morris to make his big 
screen bow with such a 
film, but one that you 
would expect from 
someone with so much 
chutzpah. 

For his part, Morris 
has constructed a film 
that is both a hugely 
hilarious piece of work, 
yet also isn’t shy about 
dipping its toe into more 
dramatic waters, a film 
that not only tickles the 
funny bone but also 
makes you think about 
implications and costs. 

Many will, based on 
Morris’ previous work, 
simply decry Four Lions 
as being a film setting 
out to offend, but it is a 
far more intelligent film 
than that. 

Playing jihadists for

laughs isn’t something 
you see everyday, and 
tapping into what moti¬ 
vates these people helps 
to give the film a basis 
in dramatic reality; yet 
Morris also willingly 
plays these characters, 
by and large, for broad 
laughs. 

Much like Dad’s 
Army , these are a bunch 
of men not cut out for 
what they are meant to 
be doing, but plow on 
anyway because they 
believe, misguidedly or 
not, that ultimately they 
can make the difference. 

The comedy on show 
veers from satirical to 
slapstick in the blink of 
an eye, while always 
being tinged with a hint 
of tragedy, as we see 
both how not to run 
when carrying explo¬ 
sives and the perils of 
using crows to bomb tar¬ 
gets. 

Writing with Jesse 
Armstrong and Sam 
Bain, the men behind 
Peep Show, Morris 
delivers a script that 
drags out the minutae of 
four men being stuck 
together while at the 
same time depicting the 
serious nature of the sit¬ 
uation that those both in 
the group and close to 
them find themselves in; 
witness a police raid that 
misses the target or, 
despite being played for 
laughs, the moment a 
sniper fails to tell the 
difference between the 
Honey Monster and a 
wookie. 

Certainly the satire is 
played up, but it comes 
laced with harsh truths 
and realities. 

Leading the pack of 
would-be terrorists is 
Riz Ahmed, so superb in 
last year’s Shifty, and 
here he delivers another 
strong performance. 
Saddled with some of 
the dramatic weight, he 
is a family man whose 
wife and son support his 
plans to blow himself 
up, yet Ahmed manages 
to wring some level of 
empathy to a character 
whose anger at the world 
outweighs even his love 
for his family. 

It is a turn that covers 
the spectrum and one the 
actor certainly excels at. 

TV’s Fonejacker 
Kayvan Novak backs up 
Ahmed with a comedic 
turn of superb idiocy, his 
Waj a man who thinks 
the afterlife will be 
‘Alton Towers without 
the queues’ and who, 
when told to eat his sim 
card so as to not be 
traced, asks if he can 
cook it first. 

While a broadly 
comic turn, Novak intro¬ 
duces pathos to the char¬ 
acter that give him more 
substance than a mere 
comedic figure, particu¬ 
larly as the film winds it 
way to its conclusion. 

While Nigel Lindsay 
gives a turn that strides 
the line between comedy 
and drama, the character 
of Barry being both 
amusing yet also full of 
hatred and anger aimed 
in all directions, with

Adeel Akthar’s Fessal 
proving to be a brother- 
in-laughter along with 
Waj, the main foursome 
make for a hugely 
comedic teaming. 

Throw in cameos 
from the likes of Julia 
Davis, Kevin Eldon and 
Benedict Cumberbatch 
(a candidate for best 
name ever) and Morris 
has assembled a strong 
cast for the film, and 
they deliver. 

Having saddled him¬ 
self in the director’s 
chair, Morris keeps 
things naturalistic and 
minimalistic while 
throwing in the odd bit 
of night-vision and 
clever swoops to try and 
give it a cinematic feel. 

The onus is strictly on 
the story and the charac¬ 
ters, the plain visuals 
accentuating this, but 
dealing with his own 
script, Morris seems 
entirely comfortable 
being the ringmaster. 

While a final lurch 
into slightly more seri¬ 
ous territory would 
derail other comedy 
films, here it is a vital 
component of what 
Morris is trying to 
achieve. By showing 
the impact of the group’s 
decisions and attitudes, 
he does anything but 
mock the sadness and 
tragedy - the final gag 
comes laced with a 
degree of both emotion 
and also anger. 

It is certain to anger 
many people, and deals 
in subject matter that is 
unlikely to top lists of 
comedic moments, yet 
Four Lions sees Chris 
Morris deliver some¬ 
thing that while corus- 
catingly funny, also has 
a degree of social com¬ 
mentary laced with it - 
Morris is pushing but¬ 
tons as always, but there 
is, as ever, a point 
behind it. 

VERDICT - Dealing 
with a topic that is 
bound to court contro¬ 
versy, Four Lions is 
unlikely to spark a rush 
of terrorist comedies, yet 
succeeds in being both 
highly comedic and 
socially relevant. 

Well handled by Chris 
Morris, it boils down 
more to a comedy with a 
point to prove and less a 
comedy intent on 
exploiting tragedy. It 
may not be to every¬ 
body’s taste, but it cer¬ 
tainly is a hilarious, yet 
also affecting, comedy.

Latest government figures report 
that an average of 50 people in the 
UK are killed each year from garden 
accidents and 300,000 visit accident 
and emergency wards with garden¬ 
ing related injuries - 6,500 of which 
are caused by electric lawn mowers.

3. Never use electrical equipment 
in wet conditions or when it is rain¬ 
ing. 

4. Always wear gloves, stout 
shoes and eye protection. 

5. Never clean, adjust or check 
equipment while it is connected. 

6. Do not leave electrical equip¬ 
ment plugged in while unattended. 

7. If the flex is cut, always 
remove the plug from the mains 


socket before touching the flex - 
even when an RCD is fitted. 

8. Never carry ladders in the 
upright position underneath over¬ 
head lines 

9. Look up before you start cut¬ 
ting hedges or trees. If overhead 
power lines are nearby, contact 
SWALEC for advice before carry¬ 
ing out any work 

10. Before digging any deep 
holes in your garden, check where 
underground electricity cables are 
located.

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Nipping garden 
crime in the bud 
this summer 


I T’S that time of 
year when mil¬ 
lions of people 
turn their attention 
to the garden - 
unfortunately the 
same applies to 
opportunist thieves. 

Your garden, as well 
as your house, has val¬ 
ued possessions that 
thieves would love to 
steal. It also has equip¬ 
ment that could help 
them break into your 
house. 

Most thieves will look 
for easy ways of getting 
into a house or garden. 

By taking a few sim¬ 
ple precautions you can 
reduce the risk of being 
burgled and make your 
house and garden more 
secure. 

So while you’re clip¬ 
ping your clematis and 
planting your petunias 
this spring, here are 
some top tips to make 
your garden a force to be 
reckoned with: 

• Add loose trellises 
to fences or walls around 
your back garden, these 
are too unstable to climb 
over and can provide 
excellent terrain for 
climbing plants such as 
fast growing vines and 
honeysuckle. 

• Use gravel for 


paths as the idea of cre¬ 
ating noise will deter the 
opportunist thief. 

# Prune low tree 
branches to avoid pro¬ 
viding cover or potential 
access to the house and 
trim tree branches close 
to upper windows as 
they may provide access. 

# Position security 
lighting at vulnerable 
exits, or somewhere that 
will cast obvious shad¬ 
ows. 

# Give garden gates 
three bolts - top, middle 
and bottom, and padlock 
the middle one to pre¬ 
vent burglars exploiting 
a weakness. 

# Position outdoor 
dustbins well clear of 
any potential entrances 
as they could be used for 
access. 

# Never leave tools 
out as they can be used 
to break in. 

# Do not leave lad¬ 
ders to provide easy 
access to otherwise inac¬ 
cessible parts of your 
house. They should be 
chained and padlocked 
to a strong post or wall. 

# Ensure your shed 
and garages are secure. 

Sheds and garages are 
a very popular target 
with burglars and are 
often overlooked when 
security is being consid¬ 


ered. The value of the 
contents, such as garden 
mowers, strimmers and 
cycles, etc, can often add 
up to many hundreds of 
pounds. 

It is therefore wise to 
secure the shed door 
with at least one heavy 
duty hasp and closed- 
shackle padlock. 

Always mark your 
gardening equipment 
and valuables with your 
postcode and house 
number. In most cases 
engraving will be most 
suitable. 

Photograph valuable 
garden plants or orna¬ 
ments. If you have a 
burglar alarm, why not 
consider extending it to 
cover outbuildings and 
sheds. 

Costly garden furni¬ 
ture and valuable orna¬ 
ments, such as statues or 
stone planters, can be 
further protected by 
anchoring these items to 
the ground - even valu¬ 
able plants can be treat¬ 
ed in the same way.

Centenary of famed British 
Polar expedition celebrated 


THE centenary of 
the departure of 
Captain Scott’s 
South Pole expedi¬ 
tion will be celebrat¬ 
ed in Cardiff next 
June by the Captain 
Scott Society, the 
British Antarctic 
Survey, the UK 
Antarctic Heritage 
Trust and the 
British Antarctic 
Monument Trust. 

Captain Scott appreci¬ 
ated Welsh support for 
the expedition, including 
free docking and coal in 
Cardiff. 

He decided that the 
expedition ship SS Terra 
Nova would leave from 
Cardiff on June 15, 1910, 
following a farewell din¬ 
ner in the Royal Hotel 
two days before. 

The ill-fated expedi¬ 
tion returned to Cardiff 
on June 14, 1913, but 
sadly without Scott and 
his four companions, 
who all died, in early 
1912 - and was met by 
Scott’s widow Kathleen 
and her son Peter, among 
cheering crowds. 

Dr Russell Thompson 
of Ystradowen told The 
GEM: “The British 


Antarctic Monument 
Trust has been set up to 
recognise the achieve¬ 
ments of the men and 
women involved in the 
exploration of the British 
Antarctic Territory, and 
to honour the 26 men and 
one woman who have 
died in the region since 
1943 in the pursuit of sci¬ 
entific knowledge. 

“I became an ambas¬ 
sador for the trust last 
year, mainly because of 
my involvement in 
Antarctica over the past 
52 years - and especially 
due to the fact that I lost 
three colleagues in cruel 
accidents during my stay 
in Antarctica between 
1958 and 1962. 

“The Monument Trust 
is registered as a charity 
and is raising funds to 
place a memorial tablet 
in the crypt of St Paul’s 
Cathedral in London and 
to create a monumental 
sculpture, part of which 
will be set up in the UK 
and part in Antarctica or 
the Falkland Islands, 
which is the ‘gateway’ to 
the British Antarctic 
Territory. 

“As part of the 
fundraising activities, the 
trust has organised a 
series of lectures on 


Captain Scott’s legacy on 
June 12 between 2.30pm- 
4.30pm at the Reardon 
Smith Theatre, National 
Museum of Wales, 
Cathays Park, Cardiff.” 

The speakers include 
Dr David Wilson (great 
nephew of Dr Edward 
Wilson, who died with 
Scott in March 1912) and 
Felicity Ashton, who led 
an expedition of women 
from the Commonwealth 
to the South Pole earlier 
this year (some of whom 
had not seen snow 
before!) 

Tickets will be avail¬ 
able at the north door of 
the theatre for £10, with 
concessions at £8 and a 
student rate of £5. 

Dr Thompson added: 


“These talks are highly 
recommended and during 
your visit to Cardiff on 
June 12, you will be able 
to enjoy Antarctic 
exhibits and displays in 
the foyers outside the 
Reardon Smith theatre 
and in the ‘tube’ in 
Cardiff Bay. 

“Also, the tall ship 
Stavros S Niarchos (rep¬ 
resenting the SS Terra 
Nova) will be open for 
visits at Britannia Bay 
along with HMS Scott. 

“It will be a great day 
out to celebrate this 
important centenary in 
the history of Polar 
exploration and the 
Monument Trust would 
appreciate your support.”
